Nixon also confided that | 
John Ehrlichman, the deposed 
White House aide, talked to 
Donald, Jr., about his job with 
Vesco. Apparently the boy was 
something of a disappoint- 
ment to the family. He had 
been in the mountains, said 
the father, associating with 
hippies. 

“That dumb b ,” Nixon 

said of his son. “John Ehrlich- 
man talked to him for a cou- 
ple of hours and told him he 
[had to behave himself over 
there (with Vesco). You know, 
he told him he was the Presi- 
dent’s nephew and couldn’t do 
anything to embarrass the 
President.” 


Aiding Figueres 

Just as Vesco sought out 
Donald Nixon, the financier 
also zeroed in on President 
Jose Figueres’ family, includ-

The situation was made to 
order for Vesco, who has been 
accused by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission of loot- 
ing $224 million from his for- 
eign-based investment com- 


cial problems. The grateful Fi- 
gueres wrote to President 
Nixon last July about the SEC 
investigation of Vesco, ex- 
pressing concern that it might 
jeopardize Costa Rica’s devel- 
opment. .
